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REMARKS 



The applicant elects species 2 with traverse. 

The general case is medical data being processed. Since DICOM is the current standard 
in the industry it is expected that the data received will be DICOM data. If DICOM data is 
received it is an obvious variation of the general case that the DICOM data has to be processed 
using DICOM standards and if the data received is not DICOM the DICOM standards will be 
applied to put the data in the DICOM standard for further processing and use in the DICOM 
standard and therefore it is an obvious variation of the general case that DICOM standards be 
applied. Therefore the applicant believes that use of DICOM standards does not represent a 
separate invention but a subset of the general case. 
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
